SUCCESS. 

The idea of having a lady teacher for the year instead of the 
old method which has been in use so long here, of having a 
lady teacher for the spring and fail terms and having a gentle- 
man for the winter, is working to good advantage, we think. 
This changing of teachers twice each year is not always for the 
best interest of the pupils. 

We notice that the rate per cent. of attendance for the past 
year has been a little higher than for several previous years, 
which is certainly a step in the right direction. 

We wish to urge upon parents the importance of the regular 
and constant attendance of their children at school, for without 
this they cannot make much advancement toward an education.

Fifth Annual Report of the Trustees of the 
Langdon Free Public Library. 


In accordance with established custom, the library trus- 
tees herewith present their fifth annual report for the year 
ending Feb. 15, 1897. 

The year has been marked by several special additions 
to the attractiveness and usefulness of the library. 

At the beginning of the year a classified author’s finding 
list, fresh from the press, was offered to every household 
in the town, free of charge, the town having generously 
voted at the annual town meeting to assume the bill for 
printing the catalogue, and the trustees and librarian hav- 
ing cheerfully given much thought and labor to its prepa- 
ration. 

It is recommended that the supplementary lists published 
as an appendix to this and forthcoming reports be detached 
from the town report and attached to the catalogue, thus 
keeping the latter up to date. Prompt attention to this 
suggestion will greatly extend the value of the catalogue, 
as the number of books in circulation increases from year 
to year. 

The founder of the library expresses his appreciation of 
the work of cataloguing the books in the following charac- 
teristic letter :

My Dear Miss Pickering: 
I received a copy of the catalogue, also annual report. I 
desire to express my thanks to yourself, your fellow trus- 
tees, and the librarian, for the thorough manner in which

trustees may deem best.

With the cordial co-operation of Mr. Langdon, the trus- 
tees have expended a portion of this donation in enlarging 
the reading room, and in making other needed improve- 
ments in the building ; and they contemplate still further 
increasing the attractiveness of the institution, by adding 
the best books they can procure, by furnishing the addi- 
tional room secured by the alterations, by providing some 
means of lighting the building, and by securing specimens 
illustrating natural history—a valuable accessory to a col- 
lection of books, and a never failing source of information 
to the student. , 

Another much needed improvement to the library build- 
ing is the cementing of the cellar ; but the trustees do not 
feel that the entire cost of this work should be taken from 
the funds Mr. Langdon has placed at their disposal, though 
they are willing to bear half the expense, providing the town 
will do the same. | | 

The slip system of charging, introduced during the year, 
materially lessens the clerical work of the librarian, and 
enables her to use’ her time during library hours to better 
advantage to the patrons. | 

To the wisely-directed efforts of the librarian, the library 
must always owe much of its widening sphere of useful- 
nesss ; and librarians are coming to realize the educational 
value of their personal work. They must be regarded as 
something more than custodians of public property, regu- 
lating the heat and ventilation of the building ; their work 
being not alone to protect the books, but to feed them to 
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hungry minds ; not so much the distribution of the books, 
as giving information concerning books. 

The trustees acknowledge the value to the community of 
the untiring exertions of our librarian to increase the effi. 
ciency of the library, as well as her cheerful co-operation 
in all the measures the board has been able to devise for 
the betterment of the institution and its work. 

One who reads much of the new educational movement 
for public libraries cannot fail to be impressed by the 
amount of thought bestowed upon the relation of the li- 
brary to the public school. 

Throughout the United States and Canada, boards of 
education, library trustees, teachers and librarians, are co- 
operating to make the public library a powerful ally of the 
public school. A spirit of mutual helpfulness prevails, and 
many new methods of work have been inaugurated to make 
the library the means of continuing the educational work 
begun in the schools. 

The formation of a wise reading habit with a love for 
good books is, aside from moral training, the highest thing 
a school can give its pupils. 

School children should form a large part of the patrons 
of a library, and library attendants should see that every 
child is cordially welcomed, helpfully entertained, and not 
sent empty-handed away. 

The vexing problems which confront the thinking world 
to-day can only be solved by an increase of the general in- 
telligence. _ To this end, the education of humanity, are 
working four leading forces, the press, the pulpit, the li- 
brary, and the school, among which the library must be 
counted the broadest, the most liberal ; beginning with the 
youngest seeker for knowledge, and continuing its minis- 
trations to advanced age, contributing to the happiness,

order and prosperity of all who will avail themselves of its 
uplifting influences. 

It cannot be repeated too often that the public library 
freely offers the best thoughts of the best writers of all 
times on all subjects ; and while the trustees feel gratified 
that the books have attained wide circulation, they regret 
that there are still families that have not yet availed them 
selves of the richest benefits of the library; and they 
earnestly hope that the coming year will be one of steady 
and healthy growth, and that every citizen of our town will 
feel the influence of this educational institution.
